You  bet,  and  it's  getting  worse.  Real  estate 
speculation  is  wiping  out  low-income  housing. 
Hardest  hit  are  the  city's  poor  and  elderly 
who  are  being  displaced  by  those  willing  and 
able  to  pay  higher  rent.  The  gentrif ication 
of  many  neighborhoods  is  destroying  community 
and  culture.  Central  to  this  process  is 
racism,  harrassment  and  homelessness. 

In  an  effort  to  encourage  decent  housing 
over  investors'  profits,  P.A.D.D.  (an  artist 
organization  committed  to  progressive  change) 
is  working  on  a  series  of  exhibits  focusing 
on  the  housing  issue.  A  collaborative  project 
exploring  the  causes,  effects,  and  alternatives 
to  the  present  housing  situation  will  be 
exhibited  at  El  Bohio  605  E.  9  St.  (Ave.  B) . 
Gallery  345  (Lafayette  St.  near  Bleecker)  will 
show  individuals1  work  concerned  with  housing. 
Video  and  slide  presentations,  performance, 
music,  and  speaker  events  are  being  planned.
